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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-22, 24, 25, 27, 56-76, and 79-83 remain for examination. The 
amendment filed 6/22/10 amended claims 1, 14, 15, 56, 68, and 69. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's argument, see the amendment filed 6/22/1 0, with respect to the 
rejections of the claims over Kessler in view of Best have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejections of the claims under 35 USC 103(a) have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-22, 24, 25, 27, 56-76, and 79-83 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Per 
Examiner's suggestion, 1 the claims have now been amended to more clearly illustrated 
that the work of processing a cryptographic instruction is now divvied up between the 
cryptographic functional unit of the claimed processor in parallel with at least one other 
functional unit (e.g. the integer unit) of the conventional x86 processor. In contrast, the 
Kessler processor, although capable of translating a cryptographic instruction into a 
series of micro-operations, by design performs the entirety of said micro-operations by 
itself, without recourse to any other functional unit of a conventional microprocessor. 
Even assuming arguendo that the Kessler processor were combined with a 
conventional x86 microprocessor in the manner disclosed by Best, this would not

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remedy the problem as the cryptographic coprocessor component of the proposed 
combination would still perform the entire workload of executing a cryptographic 
instruction, rather than share at least a portion of the microcode with the conventional 
microprocessor. Examiner thus concurs with the Applicant that the combination fails to 
"teach or suggest two pluralities of micro instructions executed in parallel by a 
cryptographic unit and an x86 integer unit in order to accomplish an atomic 
cryptographic operation" (amendment, page 18, 2nd paragraph); furthermore, the 
Examiner was unable to find any other reference that would teach or suggest this deep 
level of integration of a cryptographic unit in an x86 CPU, as recited by the claims. 

5. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
